WASHINGTON up — President 
Elsenhower is picking up where 
President Roosevelt left off in tak­ 
ing his case directly to the people.

" P a p a ’s here and everything will 
be all right” was the impression 
Roosevelt sought to give when he 
took to the radio. He was always 
relaxed, like a man whose prob­ 
lems, if any, had been trained to 
lie down and roll over. 
For Roosevelt, the radio was a 
wonderful instrument not only for 
getting his 
ideas across to the 
nation but for creating public con­ 
fidence in him and his adminis- 
^ 
tration. It helped elect him four 
times. No wonder he used it. 
He read well and he had a warm 
voice. They were great assets. He 
read so well that, behind the mask 
of the radio, you weren’t conscious 
he was reading at all. He used all 
the devices of good talking: ser­ 
iousness, gaiety, sarcasm , humor, 
figures of speech. 
Roosevelt probably would have 
f* 
been equally successful on televis­ 
ion but its development, nation­ 
wide, was after his time. 
President Truman never learned 
to read aloud with ease. He lacked 
the unbothered voice of Roosevelt. 
It was one of Truman’s 
worst 
handicaps. He was at his best talk­ 
ing off the cuff in the heat of a 
campaign, without a script. 
There was a refreshing crisp­ 
ness and even a reassuring earnest- 
£ 
ness about his voice on the radio. 
But he was never at ease, read­ 
ing. His inflections were stilted and 
self-conscious, as if someone had 
marked 
his 
text: 
"Em phasize 
this.” 
Even though he spoke behind the 
faceless 
radio, 
anyone 
listening 
soon realized Truman was read­ 
ing, and sometimes he sounded as 
if he was reading it for the first 
time.

TV was in swaddling clothes at 
the start of Truman’s administra­ 
tion in 1945.

Person s fifty per cen t overweight 
may have twice the death rate 
of those of n ormal weight. 
Major Health Problem

abu n dan ce of protein foods su ch 
as m eat an d fish. Eight hu n dred 
to 1200 calories a day can

More than $500 million h a s 
been advan ced by Washin gton for that pu r­ 
pose.

The n ew bu dget director whacked $10 mil­ 
lion off that su m. Now a Hou se committee 
has cu t off an addition al $15 million after 
hearin g testimon y that man y of the n ew 
federal aid hospitals are u n derstaffed be­ 
cau se of shortage of person n el. 
This is on ly on e item in the adm in istra­ 
tion ’s prog ram of cu ttin g back govern men t 
spen din g, some items of which had been 
viewed as political sacred cows. Flood con ­ 
trol projects have been whittled. Pu blic 
hou sin g an d govern men t gran ts in variou s 
fields have u n dergon e token cu ts. 
It is n oted, thou gh, that two sacred cows 
—schools an d farm ers—have n ot been ta m ­ 
pered with. The school lu n ch program an d 
paym en ts to farm ers for soil con servation 
an d other activities will con tin u e.

administration plans to spend 60 
cents of every defense dollar next 
year for Navy and Air Force air 
power, and he declared: 
“ We are not going to cripple this 
nation and we are going specific­ 
ally to keep up its air power.” 
This was only a few hours after 
Gen, Hoyt S. Vandenberg, the re­ 
tiring Air Force chief of staff, had 
told a Senate appropriations sub­ 
committee that cutting 
back the 
Air Force goal from 143 wings 
would “ increase the risk to nation­ 
al security beyond the dictates of 
national prudence.” 


THE NEW administration trim­ 
med about $5 billion dollars out of 
the new funds requested for the 
Air Force in former President Tru­ 
man’s January budget. And it re­ 
duced from 143 to 120 wings, of 30 
to 75 planes each, the buildup tar­ 
get for 1955. 
Vandenberg declared that even 
a force of 143 wings would be a 
“ one-shot Air Force” because it 
would have “ no reserve at all.” 
The Air Force chief of staff said 
that in another year Russia will 
have “ a stockpile of atomic weap­ 
ons sufficient to mount a devastat­ 
ing attack on the United States,” 
and he declared:

The top bill to come out of com­ 
mittee was the “ additions and bet­ 
terments bill,” a measure approp­ 
riating state money for construc­ 
tion and improvements of state 
buildings. The House Finance Com­ 
mittee recommended House pass­ 
age by a vote of 16-1.

WASHINGTON—An historic de­ 
bate is shaping up in Congress 
which may determine the tate of 
American tariff policy and the E u­ 
ropean plea for “trade, not aid.”

through by successne Democratic 
adm inistrations. 
Before tile debate is over, Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower may find himself 
compelled to take a definite stand 
on an im portant issue.

There is every indica­ 
tion now th at while the aet will

All tariff legislation originates 
Lr the House ways and means 
com m ittee and before th a t body 
Rep. Richard M. Simpson, of Penn­ 
sylvania, an influential Republican 
member, is making a strong bid 
tor approval of his measure. 
Simpson has asked bis com m it­ 
tee to report out a m easure which 
breaches the program established 
by form er Secretary of State Cor­ 
dell Hull in 1934. It eases the way 
to r tariff increases, designed In the 
main to ald sm all business meet 
foreign com petition. 
It also rem oves from the Presi­ 
dent the veto power he now holds 
o v e r 
recom m endations 
of

United S tates Tariff Commission. 
Under existing law, the President 
n a y reject a commission recom­ 
m endation for Increased, or for 
lower, im port duties.

WASHINGTON (J) — President 
Eisenhower is picking up where 
President Roosevelt left off in tak­ 
ing his case directly to the people. 
“ Papa’s here and everything will 
be all right” was the impression 
Roosevelt sought to give when he 
took to the radio. He was always 
relaxed, like a man whose prob­ 
lems, if any, had been trained to 
lie down and roll over. 
For Roosevelt, the radio was a 
wonderful instrument not only for 
getting his ideas across to the 
nation but for creating public con­ 
fidence in him and his adminis­ 
tration. It helped elect him four 
times, No wonder he used it. 
He read well and he had a warm 
voice. They were great assets. He 
read so well that, behind the mask 
of the radio, you weren’t conscious 
he was reading at all. He used all 
the devices of good talking: ser­ 
iousness, gaiety, sarcasm, humor, 
figures of speech. 
Roosevelt probably would have 
been equally successful on televis­ 
ion but its development, nation­ 
wide, was after his time. 
President Truman never learned 
to read aloud with ease. He lacked 
the unbothered voice of Roosevelt. 
It was one of Truman’s worst 
handicaps. He was at his best talk­ 
ing off the cuff in the heat of a 
campaign, without a script. 
There was a refreshing crisp­ 
ness and even a reassuring earnest­ 
ness about his voice on the radio. 
But he was never at ease, read­ 
ing. His inflections were stilted and 
self-conscious, as if someone had 
marked 
his 
text; 
“ Emphasize 
this.” 
Even though he spoke behind the 
faceless 
radio, 
anyone 
listening 
soon realized Truman was read­ 
ing; and sometimes he sounded as 
if he was reading it for the first 
time. 
TV was in swaddling clothes at 
the start of Truman’s administra­ 
tion in 1945. By the time he left 
the White House in 1952 TV had 
grown up and was the center of 
attention 
in 
living 
rooms 
from 
coast to coast. 
Truman 
may 
explain 
in 
his 
memoirs why he didn’t use TV and 
radio more, particularly in the last 
two years when he and his admin­ 
istration were under fiery criti­ 
cism. 
It is possible he might have 
turned the tide against his foes 
if he had gone repeatedly to the 
explain his case as he saw it, just 
as Roosevelt did on radio, 
It was obvious, from a political 
standpoint, he was missing a bet 
in not using the airwaves more. 
Eisenhower and his advisers could 
not help being aware of this. 
Judging from what he has done 
in the past two weeks, Eisenhower 
probably will use radio and TV 
to the fullest advantage. 
He made a nation-wide radio 
talk May 19 to explain one of the 
sorest pills the public ever has to 
swallow: why there shouldn’t be a 
tax cut now. He read that talk. 
Last night on TV he talked with­ 
out visible script but not without 
help. That was a carefully pre­ 
pared program, rehearsed, and us­ 
ing 
modern 
TV 
techniques. 
It 
amounted to a production. 
Eisenhower doesn’t read as well 
as 
Roosevelt. 
He’s 
stiffer 
and 
more self-conscious, more like Tru­ 
man. And he’s not as relaxed as 
Roosevelt or, perhaps, Truman, 
when he’s talking off the cuff 
without notes and without rehears­ 
al. 
He’s more intense than either of 
* them. And sometimes, as anyone 
who has watched him at a com­ 
pletely unrehearsed news confer­ 
ence knows, he often sounds like 
a man in a verbal hurry. 
Since this country faces difficult 
days, at least in foreign affairs, 
when there may be more inter­ 
national heat than light, Eisen­ 
hower will probably use the air­ 
waves with fair regularity. 


Jewish Congress 
Raps Terrorism 
CHICAGO I.4N—The World Jewish 
Congress today accused the Com­ 
munist regime of East Germany 
of a vicious anti-Semitism causing 
Jews to live in terror. 
Events of the last three months 
show' conclusively that Jews of 
East Germany are being singled 
out for discriminatory treatment, 
said the report released by the 
congress’ Chicago office. 
Those events were listed as: 
Seizure of all property of Jewish 
families who fled to the West; 
widespread purge of Jews holding 
even minor jobs; secret orders to 
the Communist party calling for 
removal of all Jews from public 
office; cross - examination of all 
Jews on possible Western connec­ 
tions; and repeated police raids on 
Jewish homes and the seizure of 
documents.

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AWAITING THE ANSWER 
DECLARATION 
BY A former Czech 
army officer that Russians are preparing 
to overrun Western Europe not later than 
*1955 has again revived discussion of t h e 
Kremlin's plans of starting another world 
war. The statement was m ade to the House 
un-American Activities Committee, 
and 
seem s to have been based on expert knowl­ 
edge of Russian strategy. 
It has been widely suspected that t h e 
Reds plan to move into Western Europe 
eventually, with guesses as to the probable 
date varying widely. The R ussians have, on 
numerous occasions, demonstrated bellig­ 
erence, but always failed to follow up their 
initial moves. They backed aw ay from an 
aggressive m ove in Iran, as they did in 
Greece. They assailed Tito with words, but 
stopped there. 
Only in Korea have the Reds been per­ 
sistent in their efforts to disrupt w o r l d 
peace by making a 
show 
of 
strength 
against the Allied powers. 
The fact that Moscow has not started all- 
out war is regarded by som e observers as 
proof that they m ay eventually abandon 
world-wide aggression entirely. But the 
Red menace will hang over the world like 
a menacing sword until strength to oppose 
Russia is unmistakably superior. 


SACRED COWS 
SEVERAL YEARS AGO the federal gov­ 
ernment started a program of aid for the 
building of hospitals on the theory that hos­ 
pital facilities throughout the country are 
inadequate. More than S500 million h a s 
been advanced by Washington for that pur­ 
pose. 
Form er President Truman asked for $75 
million for this purpose in his last budget. 
The new budget director whacked $10 m il­ 
lion off that sum . Now a House com m ittee 
has cut off an additional $15 million after 
hearing testim ony that m any of the new 
federal aid hospitals are understaffed be­ 
cause of shortage of personnel. 
This is only one item in the administra­ 
tion’s program of cutting back government 
spending, som e items of which had been 
viewed as political sacred cows. Flood con­ 
trol projects have been whittled. Public 
housing and government grants in various 
fields have undergone token cuts. 
It is noted, though, that two sacred cow s 
— schools and farm ers—have not been ta m ­ 
pered with. The school lunch program and 
paym ents to farm ers for soil conservation 
and other activities will continue.

Everything has now been tried in Korea 
except a fighting war into the Manchurian 
sanctuary or the acceptance of defeat. 
Winston Churchill has, in effect, proposed 
the acceptance of defeat no m atter h o w 
cautiously he worded his speech. 


Realistically, we have suffered a m ili­ 
tary and diplom atic defeat in Korea. A vic­ 
tory would have been possible if, during 
the first period of the war, we had risked 
greatly and won a swift victory. This w as 
not done* because the formula, “Europe I 
First,” was the guide. 


Instead, the United States becam e 
in - : 
volved in the politics of 15 allied, most of j 
whom contributed little or nothing to t h e 
war. Policies in reality had to satisfy a 


m a j o r i t y of the United Nations countries, | 
and particularly Great Britain and the In-1 
dian-Moslem group of Asiatic and African j 
states. At no tim e did the United States en- j 
joy the full confidence and support of its 
allies or of the Indian-Moslem group of 
states in the United Nations. 


It was under such conditions that Gen­ 
eral Douglas MacArthur w as eliminated 
from the Korean situation. Generals M ac­ 
Arthur, Ridgway and Van Fleet have each 
insisted that he could have won the Korean 
War had he been given a 
theater com ­ 
mander's full authority. 


In a speech before the Circumnavigators 
Club, in the presence of General MacAr­ 
thur, with several hundred men watching 
his face for approval or denial, I said that 
Winston Churchill worked for and finally 
achieved MacArthur^ rem oval from Ko­ 
rea. The General did not deny that charge. 
Actually Churchill’s antagonism toward 
MacArthur did not begin with Korea. It 
arose over M acArthur^ rejection of t h e 
idea of including Japan in the sterling bloc 
rather than am ong the dollar nations. 
Had Japan been forced into the sterling 
bloc, it would have been stifled econom ical­ 
ly by Great Britain. 
The elimination of MacArthur ended the 
possibility of a hot pursuit of the enem y 
into his Manchurian sanctuary. The long 
truce talks, now lasting alm ost two years, 
gave the Krem lin ample opportunity to 
strengthen the Chinese and Korean satel­ 
lites, so that today little short of an all-out 
war car achieve their defeat. 
That is w here we stand now. Many 
Americans still live in the never-never land 
of hope and believe that the United States 
cannot be defeated by an alliance of North 
Korea and Soviet China. 
Actually, to such an alliance must be 
added Soviet Russia, the directing genius 
of the war, and those of our allies who in­ 
sist on supplying our enem ies because it is 
profitable trade. 
What shall we do? 
The answer to that question is not easy. 
For the first tim e since the war started, 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff will soon include 
men who are familiar with the Far East. 
Admiral Arthur W. Radford is a F a r 
Eastern expert of the MacArthur school. 
He has been outspoken in his ideas con­ 
cerning China and particularly Formosa. 
President Eisenhower would not have ap­ 
pointed Admiral Radford to the chairm an­ 
ship of the Joint Chiefs of Staff were he al-

LONDON (^—British wives of­ 
ten have a feeling of envy for the 
freedom American women enjoy 
and the power they have in the 
home. 
Here the Englishm an's house is 
not only his castle—he is pretty 
luch the king in it. He has the 
big say, if any partner in the 
m arriage does, 
particularly 
in 
the spending of money. 


Naturally, 
then, 
wives 
here 
like any 
step 
leading 
toward 
more 
feminine 
authority, and 
they aren’t unhappy at all to have 
a queen instead of a king reign­ 
ing over the land. They’d like to 
put the sam e system into their 
Awn households. 


Thus, perhaps one of the most 
cheerful moments of symbolism 
in the coronation 
ceremony 
to 
many a British housewife 
was 
the act of hom age paid to his 
wife, the queen, by the Duke ot 
Edinburgh. 
Kneeling at her feet, the hand­ 
some duke spoke his ritual: 
“ I, Philip, Duke of Edinburgh, 
do become your liege man of life 
Vid limb, and of 
earthly 
wor­ 
ship; and faith and truth I will 
bear unto you, to live and die, 
against all manner of folks.” 
Many a wife must have been 
daydream ing of how' nice to be 
in the queen’s position at that 
moment. One middle-aged house­ 
wife, after viewing the scene on 
television, turned around with a 
look of utter happiness on her 
face and said: 
Ak “ At last we’re coming into our 
own.” 
The beginning of Queen Eliza­ 
beth’s reign m ay be the begin­ 
ning of the end of the long rule 
of ‘erbert, the ‘ard-’earted 
Hus­ 
band. 
No one can help admiring the 
British gift for courage and wry 
good humor in a test 
of 
forti­ 
tude. It was shown strikingly by 
rftousands who stood or slept on 
trie pavement through shine and 
showers for 24 to 48 
hours 
to 
watch their queen ride by. 
But what surprised me was the 
number of parents who took their 
children through the sam e pneu­ 
m o n ia risking ordeal, children too 
sm all to understand the meaning 
of the event. There were 
hun­ 
dreds. 
I watched one tot of four, the 
ame age as me queen’s own son, 
who had waited with his parents 
nearly 33 hours on a curb for the 
queen and her troops to come 
past. He was in torture for hours, 
the torture of a child whose tired 
body cried out for sleep.

nouncemcnjs cam e over the loud 
speaker: 


“ Th R 
S. P. C, A. (Royal So­ 
ciety For the Prevention of Cru­ 
elty to Animals) advises not to 
bring anim als into the coronation 
crowds. Those com ing into Lon­ 
don are reminded to be sure to 
leave plenty of food and water 
for their pets at home, and pro­ 
vide for their exercises.

Restoration 
Of Old Home 
Is Complete 


Historical Society 
Installs Modern 
Heating, Power 


Adena, famed wilderness man­ 
sion 
built 
near 
Chillicothe 
by 
Thomas Worthington in 
1807 
and 
restored by the state as a memori- I 
a1 to the pioneer who led the battle 
for early Ohio statehood, has been 
opened to the public. 
The restoration was planned 
and carried out by the staff of 
the 
Ohio State 
Archaeological 
and Historical Society. The 
So­ 
ciety Erwin C. 
Zepp 
director, 
administers 56 state 
memorials, 
including the Ohio State Museum 
in Columbus. 
The famous old stone 
mansion, 
which stands on a site overlooking 
the 
Scioto Valley, 
is 
open 
to 
visitors every day except 
Mon­ 
days. Regular visiting hours of nine 
to five are maintained. 
Visitors have opportunity to see 
the entire house, as well as the gar­ 
den and grounds. The 
house 
has 
undergone 
complete 
restoration 
and is partially furnished. 
* 
* * 


ON TH E F IR S T floor are the en­ 
trance hall, drawing room, family 
and state dining rooms. Mrs. Wor­ 
thington’s bedroom, 
sitting room 
and anteroom, the governor’s stu­ 
dy, the kitchen 
and 
a 
servant’s 
room. 
Although the six bedrooms on the 
second floor are not furnished, they 
are open to show 
the 
decorative 
treatment. 
Of the outbuildings, the smoke­ 
house has been restored 
and the 
washhouse reconstructed. A semi­ 
formal garden on the first of three 
terraces east of the house is laid 
out in the same pattern as the ori­ 
ginal. Approximately 200 feet 
by 
IOO feet, it is divided into eight sec­ 
tions featuring roses of the type 
known 
before 
1830, 
tulips, 
iris, 
many perennials and boxwood edg­ 
ings. On three sides of the house 
are spacious grounds dominated by 
trees, 
among them 
gnarled old 
catalpas. 
Adena was purchased by 
Mr. 
and Mrs. George Hunter Smith 
of Chillicothe in 1903. From them 
it passed to their daughter, Mrs. 
Elizabeth S. 
Fetterolf of Mea­ 
dowbrook, Pa., who presented it 
to the state of Ohio in 1946. Gov­ 
ernor Frank J . Lausehe signed 
the bill authorizing acceptance of 
the gift on Ju ly l l of that year. 
An extensive research program 
was undertaken by the 
Historical 
Society soon after the 
acquisition 
of Adena. Staff members 
visited 
Worthington’s great- grandchildren 
in Washington, 
D. C., 
in 
whose 
possession were many family let­ 
ters, bills and receipts and other 
documents dating as far back as a 
century and a half. 
These were ultimately given to 
the Society, together with a num­ 
ber of pieces of Worthington furni­ 
ture, portraits, and the like.

L IB R A R IE S were plumbed for 
material relating to the Worthing­ 
tons and Adena; 
secondary sour­ 
ces searched, old photographs col­ 
lected, and other conceivable re­ 
servoirs of information tapped. 
The actual physical restoration 
was preceded by the installation of 
a modern oil 
heating 
system 
in 
place of an outmoded and antiquat­ 
ed furnace and by complete elec­ 
trical rew iring of the house. No ar­ 
tificial lighting is used in the re­ 
storation, but service outlets 
are 
essential to cleaning. 
Early restoration work included 


such ' major tasks 
as 
removing 
bathrooms, 
relocating 
partitions 
which had been removed, exposing 


plastered up fireplaces, and recon­ 


verting windows to doorways 
and 
vice versa. On the outside, 
later 
porches were replaced, one chim­ 


ney reduced to original 
heights, 
and mortar joints strengthened and 
repointed. The original smokehouse 
has been restored. 
With archaeological help, the site 
of the washhouse was determined
